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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Glover, Jr. et al (4,917,202). 

Glover, Jr. et al disclose an air cleaner (26) for engines comprising a case, a 
cover and an air cleaner element accommodated in a space (30) defined by the case 
and the cover (28, 34, 36, 42, 44) wherein the air inlet (50) and an air passage are 
provided to the case, a fender (52) is provided on the side of the inlet (50) and the air 
passage, and a hollow tube (68) extending externally from the peripheral of the air inlet 
(50) to admit the air to enter into the air cleaner element (26) and the hollow tube (68) to 
deliver air shielded by the fender (52) (see col. 2, lines 19-35 and lines 61-62). It would 
■ have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to provide a fender as taught by Glover, Jr. et al for the air cleaner in order to 
form an air deflector assembly to protect the air cleaner from foreign materials such as 
rain water, dirt, mud, etc. from entering the air cleaner or the engine. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

- Erdmannsdorfer (4,198,217) discloses a protective air filter intake hood. 
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- Yotsumoto (3,737,002) discloses a suction gas protective device in motor 
vehicle. 

- Sexton (2,853,1 53) discloses a military vehicle air filter.
